Dear Harold, 

First let me say that I hope you and Lillian had a Happy Hannulkah and a Merry 
Christmas, and Letha joins me in wishing you both a happy and healthy New Yean?*. 

Please tell Jerry McKnight to be patient with me about my papers. I haven’t 
forgotten Hood College, but I put my papers away for an extended period of time. I do 
expect to get back to them soon, because I’ve made a New Year’s resolution to 
complete them before this year is out. I will contact him at that time. We didn’t discuss 
it before, but I hope Hood will be willing to reimburse me for xerox costs for the set of 
files I am preparing for them (about 165-180 files, estimating approx. 4500-5000 pages- 
-roughly $225-$250). Thank God, only a tiny fraction of your prodigious output! 

I have been working sporadically on a number of essays, not intended for 
publication, but for inclusion with my papers. The enclosed article started out as a 
footnote to one of them, but as you see it got a little out of hand for that. As I got into it, I 
felt, since the HSCA had changed the timing parameters for the shots by opting for the 
’’early” JFK hit, while retaining Arlen Specter’s masterpiece, the single bullet theory, 
my article may fill a small but significant niche. I’m sending it to a half-dozen other 
critics, as well. 

Please let me have your comments and criticisms. Also, and without presuming 
to know in advance how you will react to the essay, IF your judgment is favorable, and 
IF you think it’s good enough to warrant it, would you be willing to send me a brief 
statement-from a few lines to about 1/5 page-that I can use as a “blurb” for the back 
cover?

Since this is the second time I’ve asked you for a plug--the first, of course, for 
The Bastard Bullet almost 27 years ago-l don’t want to appear to be making a habit of 
bothering you with such requests; so I promise not to ask you for another for at least 27 
more years.
